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The amendment filed 1 1/28/2006 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
NOT been entered. The final Office action, mailed 7/28/2006, is maintained. 

The proposed amendment to claim 103 raises new issues that would require further 
search and consideration of claim 103 and claims that depend therefrom. The replacement of the 
phrase "an aminoacyl tRNA synthetase" with the phrase "a valyl-tRNA synthetase" changes the 
scope of the claim. Thus, further search and consideration are required. 

The proposed amendment to claim 106 raises new issues that would require further 
consideration. The addition of letters (a)-(e) without the deletion of letters (b)-(f) raises a new 
issue that would require a new claim objection. 

The proposed amendment to claim 108 to amend step (b) to include the phrase "obtained 
in (b)" raises the possibility of a new issue that would be addressed under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph. 

With regard to Applicant's arguments directed to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, all arguments are directed to the newly amended claims. As discussed above, the , 
amendments have not been entered. Therefore, the arguments are moot and will not be 
addressed. 

With regard to the objection of claim 106, the amendment does not overcome the 
objection, because letters (b)-(f) were not replaced with letters (a)-(e) as suggested by the 
Examiner. 

With regard to the objection of claim 108, the amendment to step (c) did not completely 
adopt the Examiner's suggestion. The phrase "at least of the one unconventional amino acids" 
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has not been changed to "at least one unconventional amino acid" as suggested by the Examiner. 
The phrase should have been amended to recite "isolating a protein comprising the at least one 
unconventional amino acid from the culture supernatant and/or from the cell pellet obtained in 
(b)" as suggested on page 2 of the prior action. Alternatively, the phrase "isolating a protein 
comprising the at least one unconventional amino acid from the culture supernatant and/or from 
the cell pellet produced in (b)" would overcome the objection of record. However, the addition 
of the phrase "obtained in (b)" to step (b) was not suggested by the Examiner.
